HOUSING. 


The  Council's  Post-War  Housing  Scheme.  Work  on  Roads  and 
Foundations  for-  the  ten  Temporary  Houses  has  been  completed  and  they 
are  now  in  course  of  construction  by  the  Ministry  of  Works. 

So  far  as  the  Site  for  the  Permanent  Houses  is  concerned? 
the  District  Valuer  has  now  agreed  to  the  cost  of  the  necessary  land 
with  the  Owners  thereof?  and  Tenders  are  about  to  be  invited  for  their 
construction.  The  Gouncil  have  received  a  Preliminary  Report  from  their 
Consulting  Engineers  for  the  Drainage  of  their  Permanent  Houses. 

There  are  to  be  10  Temporary  and  50  Permanent  Houses. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  Public  Water  Supply  remains  the  same  and  has  been 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  It  is  Chlorinated. 

Bacteriological  Examinations • are  carried  out  monthly  and  they  have  been 
good  reports.  There  is  no  plumbo -sol vent  action. 

About  98%  of  the  Dwelling  Houses  are  on  the  Public  supply 
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in  2018  with  funding  from 
Wellcome  Library
